Whereas, Vince planned and carried out a required Eagle Service Project consisting of painting a
hallway and classrooms at Lord Love of Lutheran Church to serve as a capstone to his Scouting activities and to
stand as a permanent reminder of his willingness to serve others, the diverse talents which he has honed so
successfully in his young life, and the esteemed role that the Boy Scout organization plays in his community,
state, and nation and around the world:

Now, therefore, be it resolved that we, the members of the Missouri House of
Representatives, Ninety-second General Assembly, join unanimously to applaud the outstanding achievements
realized by Vince Osborn during his eleven-year-long sojourn with Scouting and to congratulate him for having
the drive and energy necessary to attain the rank of Eagle; and

instructed to prepare a properly inscribed copy of this resolution for new Eagle Scout Vince Osborn, son of Paul
V. Osborn, Sr., and Mary E. Leah.
